should immediately consider (3) the subordination of the Persian quarantine station in 
the Ormuz Straits to the Constantinople Sanitary Conned, and the payment of Sanitary 
taxes by the trade of the 0ulf; and (4) the provision of funds for the cost of new 
sanitary measures As regards the subordination of the Persian GuU Sanitary station to 
the Constantinople Council, Lord George desires tfaiu Ml eemaiderpion may be given in 
any forth or deliberations to the arguments of the Government of India that the control 
of the quarantine station at Jaak should be strictly reserved to the Persian Govern- 
meat,* 

The establishment of this quarantine station was accepted as a precaution against 
plague ; and nothing should be done that will b militate or in any way lead towards the 
permanent retention of this station. 

As to the imposition of IVesli sanitary taxe,s in the Persian Gulf or elsewhere, 1 am 
to suggest that there arc grave reasons why Her Majesty's Government should dciritir to 
any proposal for remitting such a matter for the consideration of a Committee of the 
Constantinople Council, on which Great Britain has only one vote. More than DO per 
cent, of the Persian Gulf traffic if? carried by vessels under the British flag, and perhaps 
65 per cent, of the Bed Sea traffic is similarly carried. 

The sanitary taxes, previously levied, have, it is understood, yielded a large surplus 
to the Turkish Treasury above the expenditure on sanitary reforms; and there will he 
little guarantee that further sanitary imposts—to be paid mainly by British shipping—■ 
would be spent on sanitary measures on the coasts or at the ports mostly frequented by 
vessels under the British Hag,

I .HAVE the honour to transmit to you three copies of a deport.* drawn up by 
Dr. StikoulU and presented to the Board of Health on behalf of the L V Delegation pour 
les tmv&ux tie rdfeotion du lazaret do CuintLvan.* 11 and showing, according t< the state- 
mentis given by A[.

This Report, however, does not show dearly what it was intended that it should 
have done, viz., the disbursements pafldc by the Board of Health, itself for the 
acquisition of machinery and other materials required at. Camaian; the disbursements 
made 1 ■; the Constantinople Sanitary Chest for their conveyance to Camaran for 
materials purchased at Constantinople, anil for the salaries and travelling expenses of 
tin: persona sent to Camaran to construct the lazaret; and the expenses incurred at 
Cai uaran anti defrayed by the Inspector, Dr. Ynume. for material* acquired there* nnd 
for the workmen engaged on the spot, I believe that a great deal of money was 
unnecessarily expended at Oamarnn, and that no clfeet.ive cheek existed to control this 

outlay, , , , i ■ 

The statements made by M, Ismnrdi, and quoted in the Report, do not hoar Ins 
signature like those given by 31. Jtoullet* The responsibility that they are truthful 
statements Falls* therefore, on the Delegation, notwithstanding that I had repeatedly 
insisted that AL Buiurdfs statemfcuts should boar his signature. I therefore hold 
myself aloof of all responsibility in the matter. 

Considering, however, that the work done at Gamavan was executed in an out-oi- 
the-way place* inhabit# by poor Arabs endowed with thievish propensities* and 
where every temptation exist* to follow their example, we ought not, perhaps, to took 
too closely into an expenditure irinch has aIfovded u vast establish ti^eiat consisting of 
good huts and cottages linked bv a hand Irani,way (Decau villa), supplied with excellent 
drinking water and ice, and furnished with disinfecting stoves* and a complicated system 
of water-closets. 

It now'remains to be seen whether all the trouble and expense bestowed on the 
lazaret of Camiirftn will effectually save Mecca and the Uedjaz from further nut-breaks 
of cholera and plague,

I ENTIRELY agree with the whole of Sir R. Thorne Thorne's Minute. 

— With regard to the proposed conditional retention of the Turkish Regulations of 
1867, dealt, with in paragraph 4 of Sir R t Thorne Thorne's ft]smite, I would observe that 
the statu merit of the first Ottoman reservation in the margin of Annex I to ftL Panda's 
Memorandum contains a clerical error—il should he 44 dispositions do B*g!ement de 
1867/’ not " 1895,” The mere fact that Turkey is Still administering n Regulation 
framed in 1867 speaks for it seif, 

3. I would add the following to Sir R Thorne Tlusmo's observations on this part of 
i he Italian proposals, which is that the Ram of 1867 should continue to he applied to 
vessels that have not. rigorously complied! with the recent Sanitary Conventions, The 
Regulations of India and of the Strait* Settlements have been brought into complete 
harmony with the Conventions, and there is no reason to foresee that vi'SsgEs coming from 
Indian or Straits ports will not fulfil all that the Conventions require?; but, in any ease, 
t.hu Italian proposal is at variance with the usual international procedure. It h proposed 
that if a ship h;is foiled' to carry out rigorously its obligatioirs under the recant Convene 
ti- ne * Turkey shall, ipso facto, be freer! from observing tier obligations towards the vessel 
Hr; W sJiose C’coven tin ns. Sir TL Thome Thorne points out the great objection to allowing 
thi: Ottoman authorities, and, necessarily, the loeal authorities, to be absolute judges of 
rtic question whethei i !i vessel has or has not complied with its Treaty obligations. But 
th ■ proposed procedure is wrong. Il’ a foreign ship enters an Ottoman port in a state 
involving a b teach of the Convention a, the proper cour sc will he for the Ottoman nutho- 

t0 observe (heir obligations as far as the ease allows, and to bring to the notice of the 
Government concerned, through the diploma tics channel, the infraction of the Conventions 
committed by the ship, 

4. The first of thfi two points on which Sir R. Tliorne I’horao suggests reference to 
mr concerns the third Ottoman nervation to the Convention of Paris, n timely Jhe creation 
of the Consular Commission to deal with pemdtiee, and is stated in Annex \ to M. Pan&a's 
Memorrmdiim. 

5. The first question that iirkes is: 41 Has. the Sanitary Board power lo inflict and 
enforce penalties ?” At the Conference of Paris tin* Russian Delegate stated Unit it had 
not (sec the procM-verbaiM, p,470). I believe that this statement is correct, and that each 
cate must go before the Consul of the nation to which the ship belongs, fi was argued at 
Paris that the Consul was too lenient n judge in the case of a ship of his own nationality, 
he nee the proposal to create a Consular Commission, as provided hy Article V of 
Annex IV of the Paris Convention, The wording of the Ottoman reservation is aa 
follows 

"The Imperial Government cannot adhere to Article V . ■. . . seeing that the Repre¬ 
sentatives i>f the various Powers are members of tho Sanitary Board. 1 ' 

Tills aims apparently at giving jurisdiction io tho Board itself. But many of the 
foreign members represent countries which are opposed to ilicToccnl Sanitary Conventions, 
and any amendment in tin sense desired by Turkey should eotiaiidy he opposed, It as 
siatud in Sir P, Currie’s despatch No. 52, Commercial, of ihe Kith June. 1867, that, in the 
opinion of the l^gal Adviser of Her Majesty's Embassy at Constantinople, the Sunitary 
Board has power to punish mlmttbnB of the Sanitary Regulations. Bui 1 Lhiiik that i.liis 
opinion must be erroneous. Had Lhe Board had such power the fact would certainly luivo 
been brought to notice by the various members of tho Board who were at the Conferences 
of Paris and Venice (1897). The Legal Adviser also informed r he Ambassador that Lhe 
(Mixed) Maritime Court at Constantinople had no jurisdiction in sanitary matters. This 
is probably the caivt, but the Italian proposal is apparently that this jurisdiction should be¬

Moreover, there arc believed to 
be no Sanitary authorities at Yerribo and Lith, It is manifestly desirable that a certain 
amount ui discretion should be used in the employment of this argument. ^ Nevertheless, 
it can be used as a last resource. It has, indeed, been suggested to me that the Board, 
or the Egyptian Government, or both acting in concert, might, under the very exceptional 
circumstances of the case, decline to remove quarantine restrictions until they have sent 
a Delegate to the spot mid have been assured by him that nil fear of infection was 
removed. The suggestion may become worthy of consideration.

Yetiv Lordship will observe that, in order to remedy the inconvenience which arises 
from t he dual position of Lhe Inspector-General as a member of : be Quarantine Board 
find US a functionary under the orders of the same I'ocvd, the Egyptian Government pro¬ 
poses to make certain modifications in the Decree of the 19th June, Uj!)3, whereby the 
Inspector-General would cease to be a member of 1 he Quarantine Board, and would ho 
nominated by tike Minister of the Interior acting on the reeoimnendntion of the Board. 
i he Egyptian Government would appoint another Delegate to the Board in hi* place. 
The iasue of this Circular has; been postponed until now, at M. CogordaiVs request, 
in order that Dr, Ardouin, the French Delegate on the Board, who is now on his way 
home, might lmve the opportunity of explaining tins situation to ids Government in Park. 
I believe I lint the proposals of the Egyptian Government are generally acceptable to the 
Powers, although some slight amendments may be made, and' 1 venture to suggest that 
I should be authorized to signify the assent of Her Maicsty s Government,

i AM directed by the Secretary of State for India to acknowledge the receipt of 
Mr, Carson’s letter, dated the 1st July last* forwarding copy of the Constantinople 
Sanitary Circular, dated tire Ith (1 Gtli) June last. This Circular decrees, against 
goods li coming from India and countries where cholera, plague, or yellow fever exist," 
(1) complete prpliiintiou of certain articles, (2) thorough disinfection of certain other 
articles, ami (3) disinfection of the packages containing any other goods whatever. 

The Secretary of Btate and the Government of hidia have not demurred to the 
imposition of severe restrictions, us permitted by the Venice Conference, against goods 
from plague-stricken ports in India. But the present Circular decrees the severest 
restrictions against all goods from any part of India, and practically declines all India to 
be always an infected country. ! am to suggest that Her Majesty's Government should 
cause representations to be made to the proper authorities in Constantinople regarding 
these very weeping orders So far as is known to (he Secretary of State find the 
Government of India, there is no reason, apart from the plague, why India shnnhl be 
always treated ;i un infected country. Sporadic cases of cholera arc reported from lime 
to time eiL the larger Indian ports, and epidemics of cholera mieasinftaHy oct-ur at certain 
l.imen of tho year. But it is not known Unit cholera bus ever been carried from India 
to Turkey save by soiled clot lies, or by vessels on which cholera may have Reared 
among crew or passengers, And it is not understood on what ground Bic severest plague 
precautions and restrictions arc now mEule generally and alwavs applicable to all goods 
coining from I ndia.

The- second one was to bo onehoicd. in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Abu Ail. and would be of comparatively leas service than a light horn on that 
inland. \Y> would therefore suggest that a further effort be made to obtain by purchase or 

otherwise the right to erect such a lighthouse. 

In Lord Cromers * Report on the Finances, &c„ of Egypt,” 1897, tefen m^ to the 
subject, he states that “the money has now been provided;” mid, iurther, that “the 
construction of the Lighthouses depends On tho results of negotiations with the I orte ;

August, 1BJH3, l have the honour to fninsmlt In your Lordship bv re with eopies of 
three letters with inclosures, which 1 have received Irotn Dr. Diek^ou, butisli 
IM -at- on the Ottoman Board of Health, regarding the stotisLscaoiUa Ottoman 
San i tn rv service for the twelve month ending on the 28tU February* \b db. 

In his letter of the 28th June Dr; Dickson inclosed copies of a balance-sheet 
drawn op by Dr. Cmwtrnis, Inspuctor-General of the Ottoman Sanitary semecr. 


Dr. Cokzouis in presenting this balance-sheet had neglected to observe the' 
necessary formalities which had been established by the Mixed Commission for the 
revision of the Sanitary 'fariff, and a protest was consequently raised by Kourehld 
Buy, the Official Chief Accountant of the Board, who was requested to draw up a 
separate balance-sheet. On this account being presented a considerable difference 
was fount I not only in the aggregate amounts, Imt also in the detailed items. 
Dr. Dickson thereupon drew up a comparative report or the two balance-sheets* 
with observations, which was printed with the con sent of the Board, Mi-, Blech 
has made a careful study of the two balance-sheets, and I have the honour to 
transmit to your Lordship a report which he has drawn up oti the financial situation 
of the Board, comparing Us situation with that of the last three years. Mr, Blech 
shows that the difference he tween the two balance-sheets is more apparent than 
real, and this view is borne out by the Memorandum of M. Dckiedpr, the French 
Delegate. 

The Board finally accepted Dr, Cfcbnis 1 Report with certain reservations at a 
meeting which Dr. Dickson was not able to attend, hut at a subsequent meeting 
Dr. Dickson took occasion to call the attention of the Board to Lin: in egu I antics in 
the management of the finances which had arisen of late years, and even hinted 
that the question was still open to the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government 
whether it would not be more advantageous in the interests of British shipping, 
from which over W) per cent., of the income of the Sanitary Board was derived, that 
the management of the Sanitary Chest should revert again to the Ottoman Ministry 
of 1 Finance. 

This warning somewhat alarmed the Board* and one of its members has since 
called to ask me whether Dr. Dickson was authorized to use such language. I 
replied that lie had no special instructions, but that bis long experience entitled 
him Lo an attentive hearing. In point of fact the question of the transference of 
the management of the Sanitary Chest to a djlfercnt authority has not been seriously 
raised, and the question suggested by a perusal of the papers herewith inclosed is 
rather whether or hot the time has come to press again for a reduction of the 
sanitary dues which produce an annual surplus exceeding the needs of the 
service. 

Your Lordship will remember that a proposal to that effect was made by 
Sir l\ Currie to his colleagues represented on the Board on the 15th December, 
1806, but that in view of the: reply of the French Ambassador who thought that 
further expenditure would be entailed on the Board in consequence of the plague, 
and that the moment was inopportune for making a reduction, yobr Lordship agreed 
with Her Majesty's Ambassador in thinking ihat the question iniglil be allowed to 
remain in abeyance. 

As the plague period is unfurlnnotely not yet at au end, the revival of the 
proposal would probably meet with the same objections on the part of some of the 
foreign missions at Coiiiifmtiiiople as before.

E H-Al) the honour of informing you on the 21st. June that Dr. Ccfczonitf had 
printed and distributed the balance^hc?! of the Sanitary Department for tlio 
financial year IS9G-D7, without having previously submitted it, to be examined and 
controlled by the “Commission Financtere w and Board of Health. Thus is a Rule, 
ho we vet, which had been established by the Mixed Commission For the revision of 
the Sanitary tariff, in order to check any arbitrary disposal of the funds of the 
Sanitary service of the Inspector-General,, since it is he who has the balance-sheet 
drawn up and presents it to the Board of Health, 

Whether this Rule is really a floptive or not for the purpose, and whether ihe 
Commission Financidre (composed of members 6f the Board of Health) and the 
Board of Health are com pet cm to carry it out, ii was Dr, Coburn is’ duty not to 
swerve from it. He has, however, neglected to do this in the present instance, and 
Konrshid Bey* the Moha&sebcdji (iffk-inl Chiof Accountant chosen by the Board of 
Health and appointed by Irad6 o-i the Sultan),, protested against [he ncgleci ttf the 
Rule, and also because the printed French version of the balance-sheet given by 
Dr. Cozzonis did not tally wiih (be ledger kept bv him in Turkish. 

Kourshid Bey was then requested by the Board of Health to draw up a 
balance-sheet in accordance with his books, and to have is photographed and 
distributed to the members of the Board, This has been done, and [he result has 
shown not only a remarkable difference in the aggregate amounts of Dr* Hozsspiiia’ 
and Knundiid BoyV. baSant’r-slHHits, but difference* also in the detailed items that 
constitute those aggregate amounts. 

The question of giving iho differences existing between these two balance- 
sheets was referred to the Com mission Finaiiebrc without arriving, however, at any 
satisfactory result. I [iicn requested io be allowed to examine, with the assistante 
of the French and Turkish Accountants, the account-book^ kept in those two 
languages* but this was never dune, Fn the meantime, I compared for my own 
satisfaction the two halareu-shccti one w ith the other, and drew up my viniarks on 
them, which 1 printed at the desire of the Board of Health and communicated let it 
on ihe 14th June. My remarks were discussed bv the Board on the l*rh June, with 
ihe assistance of M. isnardi* tlie French Amiuhiani, nud of Ahmed Am i Bey* the 
Turkish Accountant;. As the prorh-verlwl of this sitting would have been rend 
to the Board on the 28th Jane, and as 1 had accepted the invitation of the 
Commanders and officers of the “ Imogvne* 1 and * s Nyniphc’ 1 to attend the enter¬ 
tainment given by them on that day (the Queen's Commitinn Day) at Buyukdcrc, 1 
informed Midhat EfTendh Vice-President of the Board of Mnii.lt.h* that J would not 
be able to attend the Board's sitting on the 38th, and begged him to appoint some 
other day lor iL but Hid hut FifetitIi declined to accede to my wish, and the /froeta- 
m'fhtil of the sitting held on the 18th* and which had Ijeen devoted exclusively to it 
discussion on [he observations J had made on the French and Turkish bakinvo 
sheets of 1898-417* was read and amended without my presence* 

The Board of Health, according to I Ini pravh^m , bd.t t accepted Dr, Cozzonis 1 
primed Bi]:m of 1896-97, but requires that a note be added to il, stating that the 
2,032,2711 pi nitres deducted from tile Quarantine Reserve Fund for the expenses of 
remodelling the lazaret of Cam a run* shall he considered only as a temporary 
deduction made from that fund- No notice, however, is taken in that pmrk-rtrbnl 
of the 1,2Hi, 114 piastres which had been deducted for the saint* purpose Irtnu the 
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Quarantine Reserve Fund in the Bilan of 1895-96., and w hich had reduced that fund 
from upwards of 4,000,000 piastres—amount which figured in Lite Bilan of 1895-96 
—to the 2,696,174 piastres roprcjJjSnting it. in the Bilan of J8fjn-9". Xo special 
notice is taken in that ^rat:es~i:erbttl regarding tJa; differences la Lhcs items of expendi¬ 
ture shown ill the French and Turkish Bilans of 1896-1)7, and not a word 3s said 
against the irregularity of Dr. Cowards’ print!ng and distribuLiag that Bilan without 
having submitted it to he examined and controlled by the Commission Financier? 
and Board r>f Health* Some of the statements, moreover, made by M, Lsn&rdi to 
the Board of Health, at the discussion held on the 16th June, as reported in ihar. 
prows-verfitili arc incorrect. I, thjjpjfora, called the attention of the Board to them 
on the 19th July, and observed that the Board’s management of the Sanitary Cheat 
of late years had not proved satisfactory, and rein laded it. at. the same t inie* that 
one-half of the income of the Sanitary Department was derived from the taxes levied 
ou British subjects, whilst Ottoman subjects cmitvibated only one-fourth of that 
income, Hellenic subjects 10 per cent.! and the subjects of all other nations put 
together barely 15 percent, of it; and that the final Report of the last Mixed Cum- 
mission for the revision ol t.lic Sanitary Tarill, and which hud been accepted by all 
the members of that Commission excepting the British Delegate, made no menLhm 
of the ati|mlatidjh requiring die maiiieilcJit of the funds of [he Sanitary Chest to 
be intrusted to the Board of Health, and that this omission left the quesiion open 
for the consideration of Her Ml jesty’s Govern meat: whether it would not be more 
advantageous in the interests of British subject* that the management of the 
Sanitary Chest reverted again, as was originally the ease, to the Malic, 

TIuh warning sue ins to have roused the attention of all the members of [he 
Board, and ihey ordered my statement to l;S| polygraphed* i beg to inclose here¬ 
with three copies of it. 

The Ottoman Sanitary service, I am sorry to odd, has been gradually becoming 
more and more disorganised since 1 8S9* No recognised principles are now Followed, 
when prescribing quarantine aulas ll res. and oven these are arbitrarily modified at 
frequent intervals, The prescriptions of the last International Sanitary Con¬ 
ferences are alluded to by the Board but not followed, and the asm of Dr. Commit 
and MIdhni Ffiendi seems to be tint of acquiring the absolute and undisputed 
management of the Ottoman Sanitary service, 

The question is a serious otse in regard to British shipping interests* and l will 
take the liberO of revelling to it in a Report i intend to address to you on ihc 
quarantine measures applicable in the Persian Gulf. In the iseanwhile and as long 
as a belter slate of tilings is not brought about, 1 would not abandon the warning I 
have given of Die possibility of the Sanitary Hi test reverting again to Urn Malic* 
an event that would be greatly deplored by the sanitary employes of all grades,

This has been fully reported in my despatch No, 2D of the fStli instant. 


Financial Statement for Sir Month s ended June 30, 1898. 

T have the honour to inclose copies of the accounts for this 'period, and of the 
statement of the Financial ComimtteG, T venture to think that they merit a detailed 
discussion, the financial situaiinn of the Board being at the present time a burning 
question. 

From the inclosed accounts it appears that the receipts (including the sum 
of CR 3,500* which represents half the annual allowance of -CE.. 7*000 from the 
Egyptian Government) amounted up to the end of .Time last to C hi. 17,370, and tbo 
expenditure to £ lb 1.5,1.03, thus show big a surplus for the six month* of ■£■ E, 2,177. 

The position 1* therefore mu ah more sat is; factory than it was at tlli end of 
lost year, when, as shown in X>r, ^lomsorfs Report of the 3rd TVln-inry Iasi (forwarded 
in Air, Gould's despatch to Lord Cromer No, 7 of the Mi Ivhruary last}* there wag a 
loss on the year’s working of £E» 4,167 (owing to ldfes of dues on cattle and tho 
heavy expenses at Tor), which was taken from the reserve fund, That fund was 
thereby reduced to £'E. 9,1-30. 

Now, the Khedivinl Decree of the 25th December* 1894, enact* that. the restn-vrs 
fund shall not he reducerl to less than £E 10,000, and (he fact that that limit hud beau 
overstepped, and that the Uud^ri for 1898 provided for a further deficit of A E. 3,949, 
caused considerable consternation among the members of the Quarantine Board, who 
dreaded (lie gradual extinction of 1 he reserve fund, and the consequent bankruptcy of 
the Board. 

The ekeutnstances were fully reported in Dr, 31 ovrison’s Report of the 7t li June 
Inst and my Memorandum of the 10th June Inst (inclosed in Air, Gould’s despatch 
Kb; 23 of the lGth June hist). Now, however, tJi&sbvplus of 2,177 referred to 
abbyfe has brought the reserve fund up to £30.11/101, or above the limit imposed by 
the Decree referred to above. 

The causes of the improved position arc (l) a more careful attention to economy 
on the part of the Administration, ami (2) the fact tint the receipts from pil-gmns at 
Tur have been much higher than was anticipated. Owing to the obligation imposed 
by the Egyptian Government on pilgrims! of ploving heforo'their ilqiavturo r.wlbp boly 
places that they had sufficient, moans* a larger proportion than usual paid the 
Quarantine dues, 

Turning first to the question of economy in expenditure, I would observe that 
when Dr, Duffer was appointed President there was (as there sl.ilI is) much room for 
oeoi i nny, more especially as regards tho pin - mane ml and provisional staff, 

The latter In particular were disproportionately numerous, being frequently 
employed when the work could have been done by members of the personal stall', and 
retained after their services were do longer required. AYlum the arrangements for the 
camp at Tor had to bo made last year* the President bad not yet hud time to iuclgo 
what economies could safely he effected, but, at the smne (hue, in. view of the eptdomic 
of plague in the ILcdjnzj be was obliged tn carry out much needed improvements In 
tlio ilircction of increased effidency. 

'Hie consequence was that iho expenditure at Tor last year was unusually high, 
and it was on turn expenditure that the Budget for 1898, which estimated the expanses 
of the camp for this year at £ E. 5,988* was based. Xn the meantime* however, the 
President, with tbo assir-hmeo of She Finance Committee* bad been enabled to consider 
at, leisure the quest ion of economy. During the .latter half of last year many of 
ihe lower-class employes ("hors cadre JJ ), wheel services were not required* were 
weeded tmt* and certain higher but supertinou't posts which became vacant were left 
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"Unfilled, This year also [urfhei 1 economies have been made (among them the 
suppression of tlie post of rnder~SeGrotftvy to Hie Board, report eel in Dr. Momsous 
Report of the hill July last (inclosed in Mi-. Gould ] s despatch No- 25 ol the 8|;h July 
Inst). The result of this reform is clearly visible in the accounts under consideration. 
If wo refer to the account, of expenditure in Annex No, II, wo find under the head of 
ff Traitcmcnt Personnel fixe et hors cadre,” that the amount estimated in the Budget, 
"based on the experience of preyiqus years, was £> E, 2C5*I2C». During the hair-yen r now 
ended only £E. 10,487 have been expended for tills purpose, and it is probable that 
this amount will not he exceeded during the next six months. There "will therefore 
probably he a aaviui during the year of about L E..fe,000 on the sum provided by the 
Budget for salaries. The economy "ii the expenditure for the quarantine camp at Tot, 
which is quite rcmarhablc, I- due in chief to two causes : (1) the temporary transfer to 
the camp, where possible, of permanent employes, and a sparing engagement of 
provisional employes; (2) to the rceonEly-introduced grillage or wire fencing for the 
isolation of the various sections, which lias g really reduced the number of watchmen 
necessary to prevent communication between the sections and Iho escape of the 
pilgrim^ 

Owing in these cause* and a general attention to economy Tic expenses for Tor 
have so far amounted to £ E. 2,370 only, or less than LsaiE the budgetary estlm 
Only a limited staff w ill now he retained at. the camp, and the expenses during the 
rest of the year should be well under £ E. 1,000, The total .expenditure for Tor will 
therefore fall considerably silori of the £ EL 5,980 estimated in the Budget, 

Turning to the receipts* wt hi id muter the head of “Taxes on Passengers In 
Quarantine 13 -hat the budgetary estimate of £ E. 2,593 has already been, exceeded hy 
nearly £ E. 500. This is due to the increased receipts from pilgrims refereed 6a 
above. 

The fees for interrogatories and bills of health include (hose levied at Tor* aa 
that .the proportion wilt not In' maintained dining the next half year, ami the total for 
this year will probably not exceed the budgetary estimate. 

There has been a continued fulliug-off in the revenue derived from entile 
(including fees for water and use of the quarantine pens), which has so far amounted 
to £ E, 1,735. The total for Iho year will therefore be about £ E. Sffitft whereas, as 
shown m my Memorandum referred to above, the average receipts from this source, 
during the llire; years immediately preceding the prohibition of iho importation of 
Syrian cattle, was £ E. 7,372. 

it must, liGvflsyer, ho borne in mind thus it is unlikely that the accounts for the 
lust six months of the year will be as favourable ns those for Hie first half year. The 
receipts and expenditure for Tor are almost entirely included In the quarter ending 
the 30tb June, and, to form a fair idea of the working of ibo next six months, any 
calculation should rather he hosed on the resuSL of the first quarter ending tho 
31st March.

This, which, in view of the fluctuating nature of (lie rcvoimc and expenditure ol 
the Quarantine Board, is the nearest estimate which can be arrived at, would leave n 
surplus at the end of the year of about £ E, 2*000. On the oilier lunid, certain 
improvementu, provided for in the Budget and costing sunn: hundreds of pounds, have 
not yet hem curried out; hut this expenditure will to n certain extent he compensated 
by further ivioi io ndes, It is probable, therefore, that there will be a small balance in 
hand at the end of the year. 

I venture to think that the eimimsiimecs detailed above fully con firm l be view, 
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which I expressed in my Moihorandura previously referred to, that the real tamae 
ol the inini i dal <1 1 IlieLi Kirs ni i he Board was rather m: increase in expend it tire than a 
loss of revenue, 

U is now evident that the on cattle dues can be more than compensated by a 
closer attention to economy, and that at the same tMc it is possible to devote 
more money towards ohh&jjng increased pjjgioncy without- exceeding tin; present 
resources of the Board.

■'Thai, the absence of the precaution respecting the uieufoubu period, embodied 
in section 2 of the Quarantine Amendment Ordinance of lSfl4, constitutes the defect 
to which the Quarantine authority have on previous occasions alluded, in paragraph 
‘C 1 of the Title VIII of Hie proceedings oi' the Venice International Sanitary 
Cun Terence," 

The members would further point out that, iti the earlier part of the proceedings 
of the Conference as referred to at p, 1 of the Report of t lie British Delegates, a 
period of incubation was agreed upon, vU.,ten duys, but ;liat this appears to have been 
ignored in the measures recommended to lie employed to prevent the propagation and 
importation of plague into countries where it docs not exist. 

It is obvious that, if Ihe disease were present in ;my of the West Indian Mauds 
or '-n the neighbouring continent, a vessel might arrive here, after coin muni eating 
with such infected place, within a few days or even hours from the time of hot 
departure.

1 have no confidence in the success of the Constantinople negotiations, My 
belief is that if the lights are to be made at all we shall mntugUy have to come 
to terms:with the Egyptian Government without reference to the other Powers, 
establish light-ships ourselves, and protect them- On the other hand, the moment 
has hardly yet arrived for the adoption of this somewhat heroic remedy. 

My view would be to inform the French Government that we cannot Fofcto any 
opinion as to whether any arrangement can be made at Constantinople until we are 
further informed as to its details, i.e,, the cost of the light-houses, the manner in 
wtneh their construction would ho supervised, and the guarantees which can be 
given for effective administration, i should add that Her Majesty's Government is 
prepared to wait a reasonable time, say till the end of the year, to sec what will be the 
result or the French negotiations, but that should those negotiations prove abortive, 
it will then become incumbent on Her Majesty's Government to consider what steps 
they should take with a view to it settlement of this longstanding question.

I H A VE the honour of transmitting to you herewith three polygraphed copies of 
a report addvwd to the Health Department T on the IStli August, by Dr, Toumpoum, 
Acting Sanitary Inspector at Jeddah, on the subject of I lie r.wo rases of plague that 
occurred at Jeddah on the 5th and 12th July, and ijjfcre reported to Her Majesty's 
Embassy in Mr, Consul Dcvey’s telegram of the 12th July, 

When Ur. Poumpouras; deport was communicated to the Board of Health on the 
311th ultimo, Midhat Elftmdi expressed 1 dm sol I in highly indignant terms against 
Dr. Mohammed llus»ein ! s neglect to report at once those cases to Ihe Sanitary 
authorities at Jeddah, and he animadverted particularly against his having applied 
measures of disinfection to those crises instead of appealing to the Sanitary authorities 
to effect this purpose, 

Midbiit ElTcndis animadversions wero amended hy nil the Turkish members of 
the Board as well as hy some of its foreign. Delegates, and must be attrlbuted to their 
ignorance! of the duties of a medical practitioner in such cases. They oven expressed 
a desire that the Board should request you to order Ih\ Mohammed Hussein to report 
to the Sanitary authorities of Jeddah every case under Ids notice. I protested against 
such a measure, and observed that, if carried out, it would frustrate Mohammed 
Husseins efforts to discover the existence of sporadic emsus of plague that might still 
shtm Lhnmsolm in Jeddah, Whereupon some members of the Hoard declared that 
they would prefer ignoring such cases ti■ withholding a knowledge of their existence 
from I he Hanitary authorities of Jed dull. 1 replied that if such he the Board's wish, l 
will refrain in future from informing the Board of the existence of any cases of plague 
at Jeddah which might come to my knowledge. 

The Board finally decided on renewing its appeal to llir Dorte to name the 
Commission proposed by it, and which forms the subject of my reports Nos* 50 and 
52 of this year.

TEE Italian 'Memorandum inclosed in Sir P. Curried 'despatch. No. 63, Com- 
mte'Inl, of the |6lli May, rulvocnlin.L. tin- n ppobi Cinem of the [litermationnl Commission 
suggested by i ha foreign Delegates oil the Constantino pie Board of Health, and 
indicating I lie nature of its proposed duties and functions, Inis received my attentive 
consideration in communication with the Secretary of Stale for India and the Local 
Government Hoard, 

Copies of loiters from these Departments, and of a Memorandum drawn up in this 
Office, arc inclosed/ 

I concur generally with the views therein ^pressed, but X desire to offer the 
following observations for your information and guidance in dealing with the 
subject 

The Gommittoe to ho established under the Iiuermiumal Convim linns of Parts 
and Yimiee (1HW7) cannot, it would seem, properly ho c. instituted until after tile Porte 
shall have accepted those Conventions -j but it appear* that the Italian proposal 
conteni[dates its establishment by atuicipiilion, primarily to consider the six questions 
stated in Annex 111 to M. Punsa’s Memorandum, 

The first question which would, if this suggestion, were adopted, bo referred to the 
Commission, is that of the reservations under” which the Porte would adhere to iha 
Paris Convention. 

r J hc' first reservation made by the Sublime Porto was one in favour of the 
maintenance of the Quarantine Hides of ISG7, 'flits reservation was, of course, from 
the nature of the Buies, wholly inadmissible. It now appears from the first Annex lit 
M. Itausa's Memorandum tluxt Lite Turkish Government might he ready to limit the 
retention of the unnecessary mid often harmful periods of quarantine laid down by the 
Hides of 1867 to those instances in which the new conditions, presumably those hid 
down by the Convention of Paris, hail not been rigorously carried out. 

This reservation, even thus modified, would also be open to serious objections* 
In the first place, Turhitdi officials would certainly claim to bo the judges with respect 
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to doubtful eases of compliance with the new It emulations. an arrangement which 
would probably in itself lead to much inconvenience. 

Moreover, whilst Turnkey would thereby he granted the right of judging other 
Powers with respect to compliance with the .Regulations, the Powers arc expected 
to forego their claim, to the shortened period of quarantine sanctioned by the 
Conventions. 

Another objection even to discussing this proposal is that if would never be 
possible to safeguard the intorcita either of the Indian pilgrims or of the owners of 
pilgrim vessels, the more so because the extension of quarantine would mean an 
increase of fees and of dues for Turkey mid Turkish officials. 

The Regulations of India and of the Straits Scttlofiienls have moreover been 
brought into complete harmony with the (.'onventions, and there is no reason to Foresee 
that vessels coming from. India or the Straits Settlements wiII not fulfil all require¬ 
ments of the Conventions. 

In any case, the proposal appears to be at variance will, international procedure, 
in accordance with which it would be sufficient for the Turkish authorities to bring to 
the notice of the Government concerned through the diplomatic channel any 
infractions of the Eegulatious which might come to their knowledge. 

The second reservation concerns the constitution of the Committee of the 
Supplier Council, which it was Intended should adminislet the Convention within the 
Turtkl i Empire. 

The observations appended to this reservation in the first Annex to M. Itausa’s 
Memorandum imply that the requirements, of the Tor Le in this particular have been 
met by the terms of Annex XV, Article 1, of the Venice Convention of 1S97, This 
reservation need not therefore be fnrtlim 1 discussed. 

The third reservation which concerns the creation of a Consular Commission to 
deal with pruuiHii’s lor breaches of the Bcgulaiiiuis, runs us LtaHows :• - 

“Tlic Imperial Government cannot adhere to Artick V, siting that the Repre¬ 
sentatives of the various Powers are members of the Smiitarv Board. ,f 

St would appear, tbcralurti, that the Turkisii Government desire that the Sanitary 
Board itself should be inf-msted with the power to punish infract ions, but as many of 
the ibreign members represent countries which arc opposed in the recent Sanitary 
Conventions, Her Majesty 11 ® Government could not assent to any amendment in this 
sense. 

Yffith regard to (he suggestion of llie -lassiau lbhgate winch is supported in the 
Italian Memorandum, viz,, that the Mixed Mari lime Tribunal at Constantinople 
should be intrusted with this power, Her Majesty's Govern incut wlme sharing the 
opinion of ttlQ Legal AdvLsiH' to ]Ier Majesty^ Embassy that the Court in question 
lms at present no suds jurisdiction, would not oppose the endowment of tliifi Court 
witli concurrent jurisdictitm in sanitary matte, Mm defendant being free to choose 
whether lie will he tried by it or by the Consular Commi.^ion. 

The fourth mservutiun respecting the obligation, under the Convention, of 
Turkey tanuikn good any deficit in qua-mutino fees seems now to have hut little inquvr- 
&ncc p 'as It appears :hitf >, iio deficit has yet occurred, and that such an eventuality is 
unlikely to arise* 

The second of the questions to be referred to the Commission as stated in 
Annex 3 to M. Itausa/ Memorandum relates la the selection of sites for the Persian 
Gulf quarantine siatioirs, 

As the RauiEfiry Board itself Im^ been somewImE dilatory in dealmg with thL 
matter, h might, in my opinion, hi; usefully treated by the Totnmission. 

r iho tliiid question concerns the suboidinMUm of the. Persian quantutine station 
iu the Strait of OriuuK to tkc Con&tantmoplo Sanitary Council, and the payment of 
Sanitary taxes by tlm rrede of the Iteiivn Gulf. 

You. will observe from the letter from tliu India Office, a eoj>y of which is trans¬ 
mit tad herewith* that the Government nf India, in the first instance* attached impor¬ 
tance to the reservation to the Persian Govenuntmi of ilie control of Lhe quarautiim 
Elation on the Peraian Gulf. 

It inis* liawover, been poiiitadout that ibis station was placed under the Ottoman 
Sanitary Rnard by the Con tare nee of Venice— 

L. ' Rival)so Om Ottoman JJuard lias ample Lunds to pay for the initial expenditure 
on the new station, whereas Persia is deficient in means* and would probably have to 
tax shipping to meet the first cost of the establishment; 

2 h Because tins station ivlll really ho ill close connection with the Ottoman ports 
of L,!u' ShaLel-Avab, ami will serve them as Moses 1 Y ells serve Sues; and 
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3, Because, had the station Ihscu placed nadb' flic Persian Soyewamout, it would 
have been necessary* owing to the; existence of extm-turritorml jurisdiction m X orsia, 
to have set. up a Sanitary Board lijb those ire Turkey and £#pt. + 

The Governments of Austria suul Russia have on several occasions proposed such 
a Board, but the British Delegates at Venice wore of opinion that the creation of a 
third International Board would he an addition to the troubles now bred by the I tirkisli 

and Egyptian Boards. . ^ . , ,, , 

In view of these considerations* the Government ot India te&l that it would not 
be expedient at the present time to reopen 1 he arrangement by which routine 
measures in the Persian Gulf are placed under he Constantinople Sanitary Board, nr 
to recall the assent that has already been given by Her Majesty’s Government i.o 
the decisions of the Venice Conference. h 

They therefore concur in accepting the aij^Ogemeut for the present* though it is 

obviously not free from objection. * „ 

The establishment of the quarantine station having been accepted only m 11G ^ r 
the outbreak of plague in India, the special precautions adopted in the lersian Gulf 
le gainst the plague should not he enforced after it has caused to exist at any particular 
por of departure, nor made permanent as a safeguard against cholera. r l ms JS a point, 
to which the Government of India attach the greatest importance.* and winch Her 
Majesty’s Government desire fully to support, . t 

With regard to the imposition of fresh taxes in the Persian Gull, it is pointed out 
bv the India Office that 90 per cent, of the traffic in the Persian Gulf i* earned by 
vessels under the British flag, and perhaps Go per cent- of the lied Sea traffic is 
similarly carried. Her "Majesty’s Government should therefore, it is argea, dritour to 
any proposal for remitting such a mutter to the consideration ol :s Committee tho 
Constantinople Sanitary Council, on which Great Britain has only a single vote. 

So far as 1 am aware, however* no complaints have 'been made that tho preset 
Ottoman Bardlary dues arc excessive, and it must be remembered that a very large 
pari, perhaps the larger part of the revenue of the Ottoman Boardj is derived not from, 
taxes on navigation, but from those on the importation of shiiic bodies;. no expense is 
incurred on account oE these bodies, and the whole revenue derived Irmu this source 
goes in relief of dues oh navigation. 

There is, moreover, hardly room to doubt that, wore the quarantine station on the 
Persian Gul f placed tinder a new Hoard at Tehran, the sanitary taxes would be heavier 
than those that would he levied by the Turkish Board. 

It should, however, be made clear that the fees payable by ships and persons 
using the Gulf stations under Ottoman management should be the same as those 

established kt the Ottoman ports. t 

The fourth question which it is proposed to refer lo the Committee relates to the 
means to be adopted for meeting a possible deficit in the Budget of tlie Ottoman 
Sanitary Board owing to the dmum-shoci value of the quarantine fees* in consequence 
of the new measures established by the last Conferences* 

On this point, l would observe (hat there is as yet no reason to Anticipate that the 
adoption of the raccut Conventions will produce a deficit. 

Should, however, such a delict occur, it could, in the first instance, ho met out of 
the already large surplus arcanum luted by the Ottoman Sanitary Board, and should 
circumstances then tend to show that the deficit was likely to be permanent, 
measures could in the meantime lie discussed for providing further revenue. 

In any case* a discussion of tho new taxes seems u( present to be premature. 
Clauses U and 7 of Mr. Burn all's Memorandum deal at greater length with this 

point. ’ , 

Tins fifth [question concerns the measures to be adopted t prevent inn-actions of 

the Sanitary Regulations in the llodjaz, 

M would, i think, la; useful that the Cumuiririou should discuss this purely 
Ottoman question, hut it should he careful not to overstep tho provisions of the recent 
Conventions or of tlm Capital Eitio ns. 

The sixth question, viz,, tho use of Uamnran for the performance of quarantine 
by returning Turkish pilgrims is dealt with in clauses lb and M of Sir U.'Illumes 
Memorandum* 

I share the view expressed by him that the diacusfdou of this proposal would 
imply an extension of the sphere of work of tho Commission beyond the scope to 
which it iliould ho strictly limited, namely, t» sanitary questions. m connection wiiJi 
the Ottoman Empire. Tor this reason, as well as on the sanitary grounds indicated by 
Sir It. Thorne, tho proposal should, in my opinion, be opposed, 
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M, Pauaa further proposes that the Commission shall codify the recent Conven¬ 
tions* On this point ] would observe that the Trench Government: have undertaken 
to carry out this useful and much-needed work. It is essentially a matter for a 
skilled draftsman, and could not, i consider, he udvautageously treated by the 
Commission, I therefore think that it would he more expedient to leave the task in 
the bands of the Trench Government. 

The Memorandum proposes likewise that a fresh International Sanitary Con¬ 
ference shall eventually meet at Constantinople. Such a proposal mt the present time, 
would appear open to very serious objection. 

The conclusions arrived at by tho Paris and Venice Conferences were advisedly 
founded on the most modem scientific principles, ami were adopted after long and 
enref u 1 del ibemti on. 

The Conventions, which were the outcome of their labours, arc intended to be* 
and should remain, the standard to which every country should attain, 

If Turkey is unable to adhere to them ibis would not afford a sufficient reason 
for altering the Conventions in order to meet her views. 

On tin? cotil'-rary, every effort should be made to induce Turkey to adopt the 
systems established by them. 

Tho conditions laid down, especially by the latter of these Conventions, are* as 
you are aware* more favourable to British trade than might liftve been anticipated, 
and considerable difficulty was experienced in obtaining their acceptance by tho 
Conference, 

It. might, therefore, be very flj^'ddvautagcous to British interests wore these txm- 
clksionn unnecessarily and prematurely submitted to the consif cation of another 
l ntcrantiomt 1 Conference. 

This argument* though of Considerable weighl from the point of view of British 
trade could not, as you will perceive, bo urged with advantage in reply to the Italian 
Memorandum. Barographs 3 to 14 of Mr. Faruall's Memorandum deal at some 
length with this question.. 

’Finally, it should he clearly understood that the scope of the Commission should 
he limited to Ottoman questions only* and thai it should have no power to propose 
ilterations of tile Convcntibufl- of Paris and Sendee (1897) as regards the pilgrim 
traffic, hut would act practically as would the Commission of Management (cou- 
tninplatad in Annex TV to the Paris Convention), when L-luv Porte si sail have ueccdcd 
to those Conventions. 

[t should endeavour to bring the Turkish Sanitary Code continually nearer to tho 
sanitary system enacted by those Conventions. 

Its mission should, however, in principle and in practice, be purely advisory. 

The above observations will, I trust, enable you to reply fully to M. PttUsa/s 
Memorandum, and will also supply material for the information and guidance of 
the British Sanitary Delegate in any disc css inns which may arise upon the subject,

r.lie Sanitary station of tho Strait of Ormuz shall be established on the coast of the 
mainland, and not on the islands of the Strait. 

Count Costa also inquires whether Her Majesty's Government would agree to a 
further extension of the lime within which the ratifications of the Convention should 
be exchanged, as certain Powers, notably Denmark and Persia, arc unable to 
deposit them at the Italian Foreign Office by the l!3lh instant, the date originally 
fixed. 

land Salisbury proposes, if Lord G, HmuiUnn concurs* to point out, in reply* 
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that it was agreed at the Conference at Venice that Che final arrangement in respect 
of the Sanitary station at Ormuz should be a matter of agreement between the 
Turkish and Persian Governments, and to state that while 11cr Majesty ? s Govern¬ 
ment do not feel called upon to raise any objection to the reservation of the Persian 
Government, they trust that it will not tie allowed to become an obstacle in the way 
of the selection of any site which may be found to be the most suitable on sanitary 
grounds. 

His Lordship also proposes, in view of the advantages of securing the adherence 
of any Powers why are desirous of coming into tin- Convention, to inform Count 
Costa that Her Majesty’s Government fully share the views of the Italian Govern¬ 
ment with regard to the extension of the time within which L a adficai|pn& may be 
exchanged, and that they agree to the suggestion that the disi December next 
should be made the limit for this purpose,

Board was held oh the 27th ultimo, and the ordinary monthly meeting Look place 
to-day. 

At the latter me: Ling- no binbneKs of any special interest was discussed. 

The Extraordinary Meeting was convened in order to discuss the question n! 
the proposed new quarantine buildings at Tor. As slated in my Report of U> 
SHtli April, 1897, Jorwaixled in Sir (''luirks Cuoksoii's despatch No* 36 of the 
30tli April, 1897, flic matter was placed iu l hi.■ hands of the Egyptian Ministry of 
Public Works. 

r lhat Ministry had now informed the President that, at the adjudication 
which took place on the 20th ultimo, only one tender had been made, vte*. by 
Messrs- GueLin and t harvaud, the contractors who were previously employed for the 
works at Moses Wells with very unsatisfactory results. 

This tender amounted to £L*3U7£J r nr" £ K. 1,330 more than the estimate of 
M. dTJvsi, the Government engineer, 

T’lic Ministry suggested that under Lite circumstances it would perhaps be 
better to have a fresh adjudication. 

I lie objection to this course was that the works, unless begun at once, can 
hardly lie terminated before the arrival oi the pilgrims next veur at Tor, und ( in the 
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event of the pilgrimage being infected, the work will have to. he suspended till all the 
pilgrims have quitted Tor. 

After some discussion, it was deckled that a fresh adjudication should take- 
place cm the 2011s instant, aid that it should be left entirely to the Ministry of Public 
Works to decide what, If any, tender should bo accepted* 

At the same time, the Ministry was asked to arrange that at least one or two 
landing stages, one or'two disinfecting establishments, and the canalization of fresh 
water should be completed in time for next year's pilgrimage.

IN your Lordships despatch No* 31, Commercial, of the 6th July last, Lord 
Cromer was instructed to forward any observations he might bn disposed to olFer 
on Mr, Alban’s Memorandum as to the means by which an anticipated deficit in the 
funds of the Quarantine Hoard might be met. 

In the meanwhile, a question wan raised by M, do Goppet, the French Delegate, 
as to whether the Hoard should not now, in view of the diminution of its receipts by 
the existing prohibition of the import of Syrian cattle, taka advantage oT the 
provisions made in Annex 2 of the Venice Convention of 1892, sanctioning a lax 
either on passengers or on the tonnage of vessels corning from the Red Sea to meet 
the budgetary expenditure of the Hoard rendered necessary by the Convent ion, and 
M. flc Coppet suggested a dutyol £T*fi on passengers, or of one farthing per ton on 
shlppi ng. 

The discussion of this proposal was adjourned sintt die at the meeting which took 
place on the 2nd ultimo, but the Delegates undertook to forward AT de CoppcFs 
proposal to their respective Governments for consideration. 

Sincetbat date M, do Coppet has been transferred to another post, and no new 
French Delegate has been appointed. It is, therefore, not very likely that the 
question will be raised again for sonic months, probably, at any rate, not before the 
close of tlie present financial year, when f have every confidence that it will bo 
shown that the provision of further funds will bu unnecessary, 

Should the question, however, be raised again, ami l gather frarri Dr. kuffer, the 
President of the Quarantine Hoard, that some of the Relegates have displayed 
a great anxiely to secure a larger reserve fund and a safer Emu tidal position for the 
institution, if. appears ra me that tlie con cent ton which Mr. Alban has put forward in 
his despatch No, 29, Commercial, of file fldi ultimo, may fairly be supported in 
defence of British shipping which would suffer most by the proposed new tax,

The actual diminution of receipts resulting from the prohibition of l;hc import 
of Syrian cattle is. moreover, not necessarily permanent in character, for, w he nonce 
suitable pens for the proper quarantine observation of such cattle have been 
provided, the objection to their import Jails to the ground,and the receipts from fids 
source would proportionately rise again. 

I have discussed the general question of finance with Dr, Rufler, and he has 
convinced me tlmL at the present time the funds provided, if properly managed, 
should amply suffice for their purpose.

Dr, Huffier is of opinion that, although the medical staff is far too small, it 
might be numerically increased without, any additional expenditure's the older and 
more highly paid staff retire or (lie off. At the same time, he is convinced that the 
clerical staff is Tar too large, and thinks that one-third of them could he dismissed 
without detriment to the service* lie is therefore of opinion that before the question 
of raising any further revenue is considered U shnulij first he investigated how far 
the Board can reduce its present expenditure in certain particulars, and, in <uiy case, 
he considers it quite unnecessary lo provide any further funds until the etui of the 
year reveals whether there will be a deficit or not. 

The cun a [deration of this question may therefore, 1 think, be fairly postponed, 
at<my rate, until the end of the year, and for it still longer period if the optimist 
previsions of the President, to whose prudent management much credit is due, should 
be finally realised.

cost of the lighthouses, the manner in which their construction would be supervised, 
and the guarantees which can be given for their effective administration. 

You should add that Her "Majesty’s Government arc prepared to wail a 
reasonable ti mb—say until the end of the year — to see what will be the result of the 
negotiations which the French Government are carrying on at Constantinople ; but 
should these prove abortive it will then become incumbent on them to consider what 
steps they should take with a view to the settlement of this long standing 
question.

Proposal of the President to declare the Pilgrimage dospd f and rejiiorv Quarantine 

Restrictions against the Hedjaz* 

The President observed that the return pilgrimage could now he considered as 
terminated, and said that from the official declarations of the Turkish Delegate, as well as 
trustworthy information from private sources, it appeared that there bad been no suspicious 
cases in the Itedjaz for more than two months. The Turkish Delegate spoke in a similar 
strain, 

1 had on t!ie 3rd instant received instructions from Mr. Rudd to support the 
Presidents proposal, and l consequently said that 1 was prepared to vote for it. i added 
tlmi. the Board had acted wisely this year in no; considering Use pilgrimage as closed on 
th e return of the Holy Carpet, which had previously been the custom, A good many 
pih.pims had arrived after the return of the Holy Carpet, and I hoped that in future 
years the Board would, in fixing the termination of Lite return pilgrimage, have regard to 
tbv circumstances of the case, and not to the return of the Holy Carpet or other fixed 
date. 

The Dutch Delegate also supported the proposal, 

A warm discussion ensued* 3u which the defective nature of the sanitary system m 
force in the Hodja*, which had been admitted by Dr, Coxzonis, the Inspector*General of 
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the Constantinople Quarantine Board* in one of hist Reports, was severely commented on. 
the Austrian, German, and Italian Delegates being specially emphatic in their criticisms of 
iliii existing system. 

The Turkish Delegate, in defence, said that, though it was not always possible to 
control the number of plague eases at Jeddah, it was always possible to ascertain the 
existence of the disease. 

Dr, Ducuk defence was net only illogical* but lias been proved by tills year’s incidents 
at Jeddah not to bo to accordance with facts. 

During the dissuasion 1 drew attention to the fact that during a large portion of tSm 
year there was no quarantine doctor at Yambo, and that no telegraphic comma mention 
with that place existed, S expressed a hope that these defects would be remedied without 
delay. 

An amendment, proposing that the first and second portions of the Presidents motion 
be voted separately* was carried. 

The proposal to consider the pilgrimage as closed was then put to the vote and 
carried. 

The second potion of the President’s motion, namely, to remove existing quarantine 
restrictions against the ITedjnz, was also carried. 

The Austrian, German, Russian, f I rcck ? and Spanish Delegates voted against it. I 
voted in favour of the proposal, according to instructions. 

The Presidents proposal was based on the fact that Vice-Consul Mohammed Hussein 
had reported that no suspicious casua had come un&er Wvn notice for move than two 
months, and also mi the fact thn* practically a!! the pilgrims have now returned, mid such 
few stragglers ns still arrive come in small groups by passenger steamer* under favourable 
sanitary conditions. 

Although the sanitary system in the Hedjaz is deplorably defective, and suspicious 
cases undoubtedly occurred at Jeddah aFtcr the Turkish Sanitary authorities bad declared 
chat town to be free from plague, it would not, I hunk, be advisable to maintain quarantine 
indefinitely against a country merely because its sanitary organisation is considered faulty 
when there is no longer reason to suppose that oases of pffiie or cholera occur there, At 
the sumo tunc, the maintenance of the quarantine restrictions against the Hedjaz 
involved loss and inconvenience to British shipping and extra expense to the Quarantine 
Board. 

In view, however, of the possible recrudescence of plague In the Hcdjfifc during the 
next cold season, the unreliability at the present time of Turkish official declarations, and the 
consequent danger to Egypt and Europe, I venture to think that it is of imperative 
necessity that the recommendations of recent Sanitary Conference!) should be carried out 
in the Hedjiiz in general* and at Jeddah in particular; that the existing sanitary system 
there should he thoroughly reformed, anti that properly qualified European doctors (and 
not Levantine and Greeks) should be appointed as Sanitary inspectors and doctors at 
Jeddah and Ymnbo, 

So long as this is not done the Quarantine Board here will either he obliged to 
disregard Turkish official sanitary declarations or run the risk of infecting Egypt and 
Europe by applying the liberal and etilightened treatment proscribed by recent Conferences 
to a country which makes no effort to carry out the sanitary precautions which modern 
science bus substituted for long periods of quarantine, and which nre the keystone of recent 
Sanitary Conventions. 


Frienncy in Medical Staff a t Suez* 

The President communicated the resignation of Dr. Galvani, one of the medical 
officers at Sues, of Austrian nationality. 

Dr. GalvaniT retirement will mala? Dr. Hodgson, the English doctor, second in point 
of seniority at Suez, and the latter will, therefore, probably succeed Dr, Ferrari, who will 
retire next spring a* Director of the Quarantine office there.

of the Board of Health as to the completem of the works now in hand nt the Caniaran 
lazaretto. S further requested ymtt Lordriup’s sanction to propose Surge on-Mn for 
Caron us British Delegate on the Commission of Inspection and Inquiry, the ngpoint- 
men! of which, it seemed probable, the Board of Ifofiltb would suggest, in view ui the 
objections raised by several of its members to the cost of the works at Caiu&VftH and the 
idlcgcd want of proper supervision. 

From the Report of Dr. Diek|on, « which 1 have the honour to inclose n .copy* 
your Lordship will perceive that the Sub-I otmnittee for the Works at Clpnraii reported* 
on the 13ili September, that it was necessary that the jetties for landing pilgrims from 
infected ships should be sil suitable places, so as to avoid any contact with other pilgrims 
who were free from disease, and also that the disinfection sheds should he in dose 
proximity to the jetties, and requested the Board to order that these works should be 
carried but at once. When this Report wn* communicated to the Board, several 
Delegates raised objections, and after it lengthy debate the following decisions were 
arrived at?— 

1. The Imperial Govern incut to ho asked to appoint a Technical Commission to 
proceed to Cainftrtm and make an estimate of the works already carried out at the 
lazaretto. 

*>, The jetty and disinfection shed for the 5th and Glh division of the lazaretto 
at Camarnu to he built forthwith, with the proviso that work shall cease in case the 
Tech ideal Commit)on dud I find ttj§ cost of ttfc plan to be in excess of their own 
connate. 

The CtHOiriLsion hi verify all the other phius for the other jetties a|d sheds, as 
i.ell ns the estimates for Lhe supplementary wurks iniviiux tie parauhcYCtnu nLD agreed 
to by the Board on the iGth September, ISUS. 

4. The Commission is to draw up an estimate uf the houses Eor pilgrims to be built 
eventually. 

The Wench Delegate, who was not present at this meeting, Im-* protested in 
writing against, this decision' He allege that as the Sublime Forte i* itself interested 
in the 9 matter, it cannot act us sole arbiter hi estimating the vuhu- of the works carried 
out; and UrnL, further, no member of the Board of Health nor person delegated by it enn 
act on tho suggested Commission. 

Under 1 hosts eiremuaunt:^, Dr. IMwsour suggests timl i he Board's decision should 
bo moditied st* follows? “The composition of ibc Toehnienl Commission is to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Sublime Porte, which will come loan agreement on the subject with the 
Ileuds of the foreign .Missions, strictly defining the duties and limiting the powers of such 
Commission/' 

Dr. Dekcour’s proposal seems u> me an eminently practical one. I corner that 1 
cannot contemplate without Nome misgivings tlife appointment of a purely Turkish 
Commission, composed, doubtless, of persons with liLtle or no technical qualifications, to 
judge of works the importance of which to British interests is so great, and oO per cent, 
of the cost ot which falls ou British shipping. I would therefore propose, with your 
Lordship s sanction, to suggeal Lo the French ami RtiMin.ii Ambassadors anil the Dutch 
Minister that, us RupteteiiLativflii of Urn lour foreign Bowers most interested in the 
health ami welfare of Mussulman pilgrims, we should lake joint action at tho Porte with 
a view in being represented by Delegates on the Commission in question. 

It is obvious, from Dr. Dickson's despatch, that the uietlmds UicheHn followed by 
the Board of Health are much open lo criticism, Vonr Lordship Mill perceive that 
73,200 fr, have jusi been paid for a steam-tug for use by the Jeddah Health Office, 
The original cost of the boat waste have been -Iz.ijOu fr,; the Board, disregarding tee 
speed heal ions furnished, ordered a second boat at it cost of SO,000 fr., which was teund 
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to he quite unsuited ter tho purpose required, and for which a considerable sum has 
been paid as forfeit to the builders, it is therefore not unnatural that some of the 
foreign Delegates have come to the conclusion that some supervision of the Camrimn 
works is desirable,

M, Iteullet's mission lo Genoa is owing to a blunder committed by the Board of 
Health, fhe Board, a year ago, luul requested M, Rim lied fo go to Genoa and inform 
the Board whether this tug-boat could be built there. XL R full let went to Genoa and 
sent the plan and cost of the lug-boat to the ’Icalf; Department of Constant inopte, and 
which was In he built by Xtesgre. Wilson and Co. These document were received by 
Dr, Cozzonis and no notice taken of them. The subject having been brought again 
before the Board, at ;i moment when XL Roullet- was away ut China mm Xtessrs, B dson 
and Co. were applied to by the Beard for plans and estimates of the tug,boat, and a 
eon tract made with them for it* delivery within a specified time, The beat has been 
built and Messrs. Wilson and l hi. claimed the payment of tin. 1 sum for which they had 
engaged to build it. M. Roullet* having re turned from Oanmrnn at that moment, and 
shown the plans upon which the boat had been built, declared that h could not be made 
use of at Jeddah, because the boat's draft-water was 10 feet, whilst the depth of water 
near the lazaret was only 3 feet. The Board was therefore obliged to pay to Messrs. Wilsoir 
an indemnity to liberate it from taking the boat, which they had already built, and it 
sent M, Roullet to Genoa to order another one winch would nut require a depth of water 
of more than 3 feet. XL Ronllcfs pretend trip to Genoa is for the purpose, therefore, of 
taking delivery of this boat. 

The cost of the first boat proposed by M. Roullet whs to have been 42,000 IV.; that 
ordered by the Board of Health, bOjOOG fr.; and the out; which lias now bden built, 
73,200 fr. 

This incident will explain to your Excellency the manner in which the Board of 
Health lias acted wiili regard to the works of the lazaret of Can m rim, ami Lite reason of the 
heavy expanse incurred for them, 1 considered it at tho same time my duty to add from 
what I have seen of XL It millet's correspondence with the Health Department, that the 
delays incurred by XL Roullet, and the repeated alterations hi the plan of tho 
Gumarun lazaret ordered by Hie Board, were the real cause of the increased expense. 

According to my own vmws, and which 1 have always expressed to the Board of 
Health,^ Bullkient supply of good distilled water for drinking purposes, wooden platforms 
in the pilgrims" huts for them to lie upon, and wOodon jetties over tho beach supplied 
with latrines fur the use of the pilgrims, convenient piers to enable the pilgrims to land, 
and buovs and heavoir lo guide ships safely into harbour of Uunanm, wore the estimated 
requirement of the Cnmitnm lazaret; and to which might be added stone-built kitchens, 
a 1 kenuville tramway, a Health Dlllce, anti lodging* for the employes of the lazaret.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s revenue despatch, dated the tStfch January 
Iast T we have the honour to forward a copy of (junvspom fence with tin: Government of 
Bombay regarding the omptewding of the steam-ship " llusseinee" when carrying 
pilgrims in May IS97 from the lledjuK to the Mediterranean. 

2. In accordance with your Lordship's suggestion, wo requested the Government 
of Bombay to warn the owners against permitting the vessel to bo overcrowded 
with pilgrims in future, and to inform thorn that she may become liable to heavy 
penalties in other countries. In reply tho Government of Bombay have for- 
curded a letter from tho Bombay and Persia- Steam NavigutEon Company to which 
the vessel belongs, The Company plead that they were not responsible for the over- 
crowding, but that it was due to tho failure of tho authorities at Jeddah to make 
proper arrangements for the prevention of unauthorized embarkation. 

3. It will be seen from the Proceedings* noted in I he margin,* that a similar 
difficulty was brought to our notice in connection with the embarkation of pilgrims at 
Bombay for Jeddab on the steam-ship " Naseri ” in 1891, and that in 1899 wo asked

tha Government of Bombay to communicate to the Commanders of pilgrim ships 
certain precautions which were suggested by the British Consul at Jeddah with a view 
to prevent unauthorized embarkation. These precautions appear to have been strictly 
observed at Jeddah by the Commander of the steam-ship “ Ilusstanec,” lmt without 
effect. 

i. We would surest 1 hat the corresponds nee appended to this despatch should 
be forwarded to the Foreign Office for such action as may be deemed advisable, with 
reference to the tt^ueslmado by the agcnl of the Bombay and Persia .Stehm Navigation 
Company, that endeavour may'he made to move the Turkish authorities to exercise 
adequate control over the embarkation of pilgrims at Jeddah.

The Secretary of State desires, however, that the owners should bo warned against 
permitting the vessel to bo overcrowded in future. I am to request that if the owners 
or agents are ill the Bombay Presidency,, they may, with permission of the Governor 
in Council, be informed that the Government of India have read the report on the 
overcrowding referred to with great displeasure. I tie attculion of t-hr owners or 
amenta should be specially drawn to Ajmexorc 1. Section l t Article XXX\ 1 ol the Paris 
Sanitary Convention of 1891, and to Cl dip ter I, Section Part L-, Article XXX \ [ oi 
the Venice Salutary Convention of 1897,and they should be warned that overcrowding 
the ship with pilgrims will render them Babin to heavy penalties in other countries.

Hedjaa to the Mediterranean, found by the Medical Inspector at El Tor to have on 
board 1,253 pilgrims, whilst the proper number should have been 994 only ; that the 
Government of India have read the report of the overcrowding referred to with grout 
displeasure, and have directed you to cull my special attention to Annexerc 1, 
Section 4, Article XXXVI of the Fa m Sanitary Convention of 1894, and to Chapter I, 
Section 1, Article XXXV ] of the Venice Sanitary Convention of 1897, copies of which 
you have been good enough to attach for my Information, and to warn me that over¬ 
crowding a vessel with pilgrims will render my steamer liable to paj - penalties in other 
countries. 


While acknowledging the correctness of the information supplied to Lhe Govern¬ 
ment. of India as to l.he bare fact, of overcrowding on board the steamship 
<f Ilussciuee 11 in May last while earning pilgrims from Jeddah to the Meditarraam, 
I am to state that the Government of India have ant been id the same time furnished 
Tviih the actual tacts of the case which, if known, would have shewn i ho whole affair 
in an entirely different light-. 

i’ht 1 ,l Uiwucliicc ” was chartered for u lump sum freight through our Jeddah 
agents, Messrs. Gel latly, Elanfeey, and Co., to a ring of spoonlabors* to receive on board 
a full eerttplomont of pilgrims which, according to the Turkish measurement certificate, 
as stated by the captain, was 989* 

Owing, however, to the want of proper cheeking arrangements at Jeddah in 
dealing with such a largo, unruly, and turbulent crowd of pilgrims making a rush for 
embarkation, & number greatly m excess of the proper number managed ta get on 
board, and the excess was detected at El Tor, where the pilgrims were landed in 
quarantine, 

The captain protested lo the antkorities at the latter port against the over¬ 
crowding caused by a large i mm her of pilgrims, about 29 IJiav in g shipped thun- 
selves without ticket^ end applied for help to lesson the overcrowding by prohibiting 
the cion-ticket-holdcrs from embarking. 

Instead olrendering liiiu any assistance, the quarantine authorities compelled the 
captain to reship nil the pilgrims. 

The same thing happened to another of this Company's steamers, the " Moshtari,’’ 1 
wdsile carrying pilgrims under simitar circumstances from Yembo to the Mediterranean 
in July 1897. 

Protestations were made to, and help naked for and ref used by the Turkish 
authorities at LI Tor, ns will appear from the annexed copies of extracts from the 
letters of the captains of I lie “ Hum stance 11 and Ihe “ Moslitari.” 

The Company had no interest whatever in carrying jui excess numbe r, ns both the 
steamers were chartered for a lump sum freight, On tlm contrary, the carriage of an 
excess uumbev was manifestly detrimental lo Us htlnrcsta, us the si earners had not 
only lo Ibid fresh water mid fuel and other things as required by pilgrim regnlnticms, 
but had also to pay out of its ow r n pockets the canal dues on each excess pilgrim 
carried, for which the charter money allowed no compensation; for. tlioiMi fin 
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attempt was made to recover passage money* awl, Mmg that, even so small :\ sum as 
iyos necessity to meet the canal dip, not u pie could be obtained From i hem, as the 
annexed extracts from captain's letters would indicate. 

Th e Company is quite alive to the liability to penalties it should incur by over¬ 
crowding iii foreign countries, and the facts stated above will, I respectfully si;limit, 
he sufficient to convince the Government of India that, while no deliberate attempt 
was made by the captains to overcrowd the vessels referred to, and every possible 
endeavour made to avoid and lessen it when detected, ho assistance or help of any hind 
was given by the Turkish authorities at El Tor andVembo, though streittiftfriy applied 
for, to mitigate the evil. 

qvith 0 view to avoid similar occurrences in Injure, 1 beg mori vespuctUiLly to 
request that the Government of l ndfo may be pleased. through the foreign Office, to 
t:ike such steps m the matter as would bring the Turkish authorities to a proper sense 
of th^ir duties in respect of vessels under British colours, seeking their help amidst 
circumstances referred to above.

On the folio wile day I wired you the above infon nation, This apparently a 
rape Lit ion of Red Sea quaiMntiuo. On learning toom Director of Quarantine uppraxk 
mate number (1,130) of pilgrims landed and when embarking they passed through a 
gateway to get on jetty on their way to boats. On 24t b 1 wrote to Director as 
follows 

"'Sm,—I beg to inform you that 1 wish to send on shove early on Monday 
morning one officer atul two assistants to collect tickets before pilgrims embark, as I 
understand there arc a large number withont tickets, thus causing a great toss to ship 
in respect of canal dues, Vouc kind permission for Die above,; toil'll any assistance you 
can render, will greatly oblige/* 1 H 

To this 1 received no reply. 

On morning pilgrims commenced to embark, I wrote to Director as follows:-- 

" Sr a,—Pilgrims were brought alongside this morning. I put officers m gang¬ 
way to colled tickets. Captain of Port informed me that if tickets were collected, ho 
would take pilgrims on shore again, which he did. I fail to see wliat tight ho lias to 
use Midi force, as it. prevents mo from doing what is right in interest M ship.

Officers were token from gangways and all pilgrims brought alongside 
allowed to embark. Further resistance appeared useless, and there was no appeal.

Prom the lititory obtained ns to AVilcox' illness, it seems clear that ho developed 
early symptoms pf a. mild attack of plague, after leaving Colombo on the 2Gth 
November, and that he had enlarged and' painful glands with n- feverish condition 
from that date until the 19th December, when he first consulted the ship’s doctor. 
Ho therefore went on shore, whilst suffering from plague* at Port Said, Naples, and 


Marseilles. T . T S&.. 

The form of the attack does not, lei my opinion, tuvolve much risk ol tho 
LEommunication of the infection to otlmjb if, as is believed, ho was too ailing, at 
Naples imd ila^les at least, to do more Hum walk about as an ordinary visitor. 

But, as tlic circumstances of the occuiipoace, although not the fact of Wilcox 
having been aslion% have been to some extent ammuuced in t!te public press, it is 
quite possible that the French, Italian, and Egyptian Governments may make further 
inquiry into the matter, and the Foreign Office may wish to consider how far it may 
be desirable to inform those Governments of Wilcox* movements in advance. 

All Wilcox’ Eel low-passengers know of til© foot that ho w#t ashore, and hence 

the. matter is nut unlikely to become public property,
